St. Petersburg-, Fab. 0.—An official dispatch received hero says that 


Japanese tocpedo boats have attacked the Bussian squadron in 3ho outer 
roads at Port'Arthur and that three Russian ships were damaged. 


Paris, Feb. 0.—4:55 p. in.—It was announced at the French foreign 


office tihis afternoon that the Russian cruiser Pallada was sunk in tha 
torpedo attack mode by tho Japanese on the Russian fleet off Port Arthur. 
The injuries sustained by the Retviisan anil dosariwitch are not, known. 


It was reported on'tile earno authority that the cable from Vladivostok 


had been cut. 


•Washing-ton, JTe_o. 0.—Secretary Hay has addressed an Identical nolo 


to a number of European powers to ascertain if they are willing to join in 
a notice to Russia and Japan that during hostilities, and thereafter the 
neutrality and integrity of China must be recognized. Details of the note 
are not obtainable in advance of tho receipt of replies. 


It is known, however, tihat exchanges already have taken place which 


justifies tho state department in expecting favorable responses to its note.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 
9.—The an- 


nouncement of die sinking of eleven 
Japanese sbj,ps and the fact that Fort 
Arthur was in flames was given out 
in St. Petersburg at' 2:30 o'clock this* 
afternoon as official, but investigation 
showed the report to be untrue. The 
only confirmed official communication 
is that from Admiral Alexieff, issued 
earlier, announcing that Japanese tor- 
pedo boats had made a sudden attack 
on. the Hussion squadron in the outer 
roads of the fortress of Port Arthur, 
Jn which the battleships' Rotvizan 
and Cesarevitch and the cruiser Pall- 
ada had been damaged. 


Admiral Alexieff's official report of 


the attack by the Japanese is as fol- 
lows: 


"I most respectfully inform your 


majesty that at or about mid-night of 
February 8-9 Japanese torpedo boais 
made a sudden attack by means of 
mines upon the Russian, squadron in 
the outer roads of the fortress of Port 
Arthur,

Betvizan and Cesarevitch . and the 
cruiser Pallada were damaged. An 
Inspection is being made to ascertain 
the character of the damage.

WILL USE TOKPEDO BOATS. 


London, Feb. 9.—Baron Hayashi, tho 
Japanese minister, informed the As- 
sociated Press today that ho had 're- 
ceived this morning, a cable dispatch 
announcing tho departure of the Jap- 
anese fleet for the Yellow sea. While 
he had no newn of the engagement off 
Port Arthur ,thu minister was aware 
that Japan intended throughout this 
war to employ -torpedo boats to the 
fullest possible extent. He had not 
heard of 
the landing ' of Japanese 


troops in Korex. 


Baron Hayashi says the Japanese 


flcetj is not likely. to blockade Port 
Arthur. 
His knowledge of the Jap- 


anese nttval plans, as 
tentatively 


prepared, leads him and others here 
to believe bhat the Japanese fleet is 
now lying between Che-Fu and the 
Talu river screondn>g tho landing of 
troops, one army corps at Fusan and 
two at Pen-Yang, Korea. 


Night torpedo attacks on the part 


of the Japanese fleet will, it is be- 
lieved, be kept up so long as the Kus- 
sian fleet maintains its necessarily 
open posi'.lon outside of Port Arthur.

Jouos, the pollution of tho water in 
the city mains is cliargoable to a con- 
nection made hi the planing1 mill oi! 
tlio Pennsylvania company without 
tho knowledge and authority of tho 
waterworks department. 


Secretary Uiibolins said concerning 


the flud: "I have .been convinced all 
along'that there was something radi- 
cally "wrong with tho wntev on Hol- 
man street, .because over since I have 
ibeen secretary 
of 
tlio board com- 


plaints iiavo poured in from residents 
of that thoroughfare 
who said tlie 


water -was not lit for use. 


"Tho first tiling I found when I got 


to the ulllce this morning WOK another 
complaint from Holmnn street, n.iul 
I determined to find tho cause. lu 
company with Inspector Jones I took 
our maps and fouaid that a four inch 
connection had been made on Holuiau 
street, between Clay and Lafayette, 
and n pipe carried into the Pennsyl- 
vania shops for flro protection. 


"This line indicated in our maps 


that it was only to bo u&od In. caso at 
lire, but I thought I would investi- 
gate it. This resulted in finding the 
cause of the river water in tho mains. 
I suppose that when tlio improve- 
ments wore mado at tlie shops lout 
summer the flro protection line was 
connected directly with n lino from 
the company's witter supply at 
St. 


Mary's river and as tho pressure from 
the pumps is much higher at the point 
than in tlie company's mains, river 
water has been pumped into tlie city 
supply.' 


'Just how long this has been going 


on I am not 
able to say, but we 


found tlie connection this morning- 
with a valve in the pump pit of the 
company's shops and found this valve 
wide open. 
Whether this 1ms been 


open all of the time since tlie connec- 
tion was made I am not ready to say, 
but I believe the contamination, if 
there is any, comes from this source 
and not from the Walton avenue con- 
nection, as at first supposed." 


This afternoon 
Mr. Uubaluis and 


Trustees White and Hogan submitted 
the matter to the mayor and it was 
determined to disconnect tlie pipes. 
Tho water was shut off this morning 
when tlie discovery was made. 


TESTS TO BE MADflB HiEBJD. 


TQio Waterworks trustees held an 


informal meeting at 
the 
mayor's 


office this nfternooii at which Dr. M. 


. Porter was present and it was 


agreed that the committee appointed 
by the Al}oin County Medical society 
and composed of Drs. Porter, Eosen- 
thal, Calvin, 0. E. Barnett and Duetni- 
ling shall collect tihe water for anal- 
ysis aaid submit it to Dr. McCaskey, 
w(ho will raake the tests. 


The committee will draw samples 


from ovor the entire system, begin-

every ;pnrt of tiho city will have been 
covered wihen the samples are col- 
lected. 


These physicians are to have entire 


cliarg* of tftio collecting and delivery 
of the water and to watch the pro- 
gress of the analysis to see that every 
precaution is thrown A>bout it in order 
that the citizens may have full con- 
fidence in it.

Mr. May's granddaughters taught

uncle oC the lamented General Gar- 
field, a martyred president of the 
United States. 


In 1851 Grandma Garfield fcr sev- 


eral weeks was an honored guest in 
our village.
